[The chief purpose of this service is to illustrate the use of 
passages from the Bible in enriching our devotions. For 
reasons of space, it isimpossible to print these in full, but a 
few references are given to passages which bring out the 
thought of the clauses. The number of these can be easily 
increased by taking such books as the Psalms, Isaiah, Job, 
Wisdom, and St. Paul’s Epistles, and making a selection 
from them. There is no necessity to use the sentences here 
given ; some may prefer to write others of their own ; others 
will find it best to use the Scripture passages by themselves. 
It is suggested that when such a service is used for corporate 
worship, a pause for silent meditation should be left after 
the reading of each passage, which may be summed up by 
some simple ascription of praise. It is sometimes helpful 
also to introduce each clause with a sentence which brings 
out the central thought. ] 


O God, who art from everlasting to everlasting, the 
Creator and Upholder of all things, the Source of 
life and light ; thy ways are not as our ways, nor thy 
thoughts as our thoughts ; thy wisdom is unsearchable, 
reaching from one end of the world unto the other ; 
and no purpose of thine can be restrained. But in 
the wonder of thy creation thou hast shown us some- 
thing of thyself; and for thy wisdom, majesty, and 
beauty revealed therein, we would praise and worship 
thee.

A Meditation upon the Character 
of Jesus Christ. 


‘“‘< He that followeth me, walketh not in darkness,’ 
saith the Lord. These are the words of Christ, by 
which we are admonished how we ought to imitate his 
life and manners, if we would be truly enlightened 
and delivered from all blindness of heart. Let there- 
fore our chiefest end and aim be to meditate upon 
the life of Jesus Christ. The doctrine of Christ 
excelleth all the doctrines of holy men; and he that 
hath the Spirit will find therein the hidden manna. 
But it falleth out that many who often hear the Gospel 
of Christ feel little desire after it, because they have 
not the Spirit of Christ. But whosoever will fully 
and with relish understand the words of Christ, must 
endeavour to conform his life wholly to the life of 


Christ,” a Pas 
‘** Tmitatio Christi,” I. 1. 


“ Love is patient and kind, and feels no envy.” 


Think of the patience of Jesus with his disciples ; 
with the common people; with those who have been 
his followers in all ages; with ourselves. No one 
can ever be so disappointing to us, as we must be to 
him. 

Think of his insight and sympathy; his gracious- 
ness in dealing with all sorts of men and women ; his 
power of breaking down the barriers of fear and 
prejudice by his unfailing love. 
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Think of his uncomplaining acceptance of his 
place in life, his home, and friends, and work. 


* Love does not give itself airs, or think too well 
of itself.” 


Think of his wonderful humility. He who of all 
men had most right to think highly of himself, thought 
only of promoting the glory of God. He desired to 
draw men to himself, that in and through him they 
might come to God. 


“‘ Love is never offensive, and never puts itself 
first.” 


Think of his unassuming courtesy ; his respect for 
every individual ; his self-control and reserve. Think 
of his unselfishness ; his disregard of his own comfort 
and convenience ; his responsiveness to the demands 
of others; his consideration for their needs in times 
of his own weariness and strain, even in the hour of 
his death. 


“ Love does not yield to provocation, or keep an 
account of injuries.” 


What must not he have had to bear from the 
misunderstanding, the wilful misinterpretation, the 
obstinate opposition of men? And yet he never lost 
his temper at insults offered to himself. He did not 
brood over them, or magnify them in imagination. 
He always remembered and expected the best, and 
not the worst, of other people.

“Love takes no pleasure in evil, but rejoices in all 
honesty and goodness.” 


He hated sin because he knew what it means. 
He knew the cost of pride and selfishness, of cruelty 
and impurity to man, and still more, to God. 

He knew, too, the joy and beauty of goodness. 
He was quick to recognize love and unselfishness, 
courage and patience, simplicity and kindliness, and 
to welcome them wherever he found them. By so 
doing he was able to draw them out from the most 
unlikely people. 


* Love is always tolerant, always ready to believe the 
best, always hopeful, always patient: Love never 
gives in.” 

Think of his courage and perseverance ; his un- 
conquerable hopefulness, and faith in human nature ; 
his unswerving devotion to the will of God. What 
his temptations were to force man’s allegiance, and 
to take the easier course, we cannot ever know. He 
might have given in—and the world would not have 
been saved. 


This is what he was; this is what God is. And as 
we gaze upon this miracle of perfect love, and realize 
that it was given for us, and is offered to us, our 
hearts are filled with wonder and with thankfulness. 
Love so amazing, so divine, demands our life, our 
soul, our all. 

And what have we given? As we look at our lives 
and see their poverty and selfishness and cowardice, 
how can we call ourselves his followers, or claim him 
as our Lord and Master ? 
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Hear what comfortable words our Saviour Christ 
saith unto all that truly turn to him— 

“Come unto me all that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will refresh you.” 

“So God loved the world that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that all that believe on him should not 
perish, but should have everlasting life.” 

“Him that cometh unto me, I will in no wise cast 
out.” 


With humble thankfulness, O God, we acknowledge 
thine unspeakable love to us, thy most unworthy 
children.

Appendix I. 


ON THE USE OF THIS Book, 


A book of prayers may be a most valuable aid in 
the development of the spiritual life: it may also be 
a snare and a delusion. Wisely used, it encourages 
a habit of regular devotion ; it suggests new ideas; 
it provides something to fall back on when our own 
resources are exhausted and the effort to pray seems 
almost beyond our power. Unwisely used, it is often 
a quick and easy way of cultivating that spirit of 
formalism which is the deadliest enemy of true 
prayer. 

A book compiled by others cannot fully meet our 
ownneeds. This means that we must learn to make its 
prayers our own, to modify and adapt them, to follow 
up particular ideas, to fill the familiar words with 
ever fresh meanings. 

A few illustrations from the contents of this book 
may serve to make the point clearer. The daily 
services for a week are, for the most part, outlines 
intended to suggest topics for thought and medita- 
tion. Their general form makes them suitable for 
corporate use, but their value can be greatly enhanced 
if pauses are made here and there to allow those pre- 
sent to insert their own petitions or to make their 
contribution of penitence or worship. It would be 
well not to follow the forms too slavishly; and a 


little thought will supply new ideas and phrases which 
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will prevent them becoming too stereotyped. Or 
they may be supplemented by the use of prayers from 
the collection in Part IV., and by additional sugges- 
tions in the form of bidding prayers. 

But the best way to acquire the use of such a book 
for the purpose of corporate devotion is first to set 
oneself to learn in the school of private meditation. 
Outlines of prayers and litanies are good things in 
themselves, but they become infinitely more fruitful 
when used as the starting point for quiet thought and 
contemplation. It is difficult to lay down any rules 
for others as to how this should be done, because 
here, more perhaps than anywhere else, comes in the 
need for individual experiment and practice; but it 
may be possible to make a few general suggestions. 

One object at least of meditation is to lift our 
thought from the details of our daily life, our needs 
and ambitions, our friends and work, and to fix 
them on the vision of God revealed in Jesus Christ 
—to climb from the dull levels of daily petition, 
with its narrow horizon and limited view, up to the 
great open wind-swept spaces of God’s power and 
love. 

As a starting point we may take, as was suggested, 
some clauses from a book of prayers; or we may 
use those pages from the Bible and the classics of 
religious literature, which seem most naturally to 
draw our thoughts in this direction, And then we 
should let our minds dwell upon them, seeking to 
enter more deeply into the meaning of the writer and 
to share the experience which lies behind them, Such 
a method, if difficult to describe, is no less difficult to 
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practise. It requires time and patience, and the 
disciplining of our thought and imagination. But its 
reward is great, for it is the way by which we come 
to the attainment of that joy and spontaneity which 
is the well-spring of true prayer.

CHRISTIAN UNION SERVICES. 


In some universities and colleges which have no 
chapel, the Christian Union arranges a Sunday meet- 
ing or service at an hour which does not prevent 
members attending church. The success of these 
services depends largely on the amount of thought 
and care given to their arrangement and order. The 
aim of the following notes is not to promote a 
stereotyped order, but to suggest both the kind of 
details which ought to be thought out beforehand, 
and also an order of service which might be taken as 
a model. 

Arrangements, 1. Secure a pleasant, bright room 
or hall, not larger than will comfortably hold the 
meeting. Have the chairs, etc., tidily arranged before- 
hand. 

2. Secure a good piano and some one person who 
will be responsible for the music. Try to raise a 
voluntary choir which will practise beforehand and 
‘help to make the singing as hearty and united as 
possible. The choir should not be confined to 
“people with voices,” but should include all who 
come regularly and are anxious to make the services 
attractive in the best sense. It is far better to con- 
centrate on good hymn singing than to deck out the 
service with sacred solos. Introduce one “new” 
hymn, but not more than one at a service, and repeat 
it several times in the near future until it is known. 
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The Student Movement Hymn Book should be used, as 
soon as it is published. The Christian Union should 
own a supply for the benefit of visitors. 


Order. 1. Whoever is giving the address should be 
consulted well in advance about hymns and lessons. 
Generally a service is more helpful if there is a con- 
nection between hymn, lesson, prayer and address. 
But at the same time avoid monotony. 

2. The reader (whoever is taking the service) 
should be explicit in his directions. 

3. The following order has been found to work 
well. The brackets suggest possible omissions :— ~ 

A minute of silence to realize the presence of God. 

(Hymn. The subject should be Praise, Invocation, 
Morning or Evening.) 

Short Prayer of Invocation, followed by Confession 
and Collect or by Lord’s Prayer. 

Hymn. 

Lesson. 

(If two Scripture readings are required it is advis- 
able to separate them with a hymn or psalm.) 

Address. 

Silence. 

Prayer. 

Hymn. 

Intercessions. 

Hymn. 

Benediction. 

If a student is taking the service he or she will 
probably prefer to read the prayers from a book. 

To combine extempore and read prayers is a good 
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method. This prayer-book contains prayers and 
litanies which will be suitable. Another good form 
of intercession is one in which the reader suggests 
subjects and allows a minute’s pause for silent prayer 
after each bidding. Several of the litanies in 
this book are arranged in this way. Whoever is 
taking the service can make up for himself an inter- 
cession on these lines. Many find silent prayer and 
meditation helpful when they get accustomed to it. 

It is better to divide the prayers as suggested in 
the order of service than to have one very long 
prayer. 

Lastly, be punctual in beginning and ending the 
service. 
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EDITORIAL NOTERT Gea. 
SECOND EDITION. 


Tue first edition of this book, which appeared in 
Ig15, was tentative and experimental. The rapid 
sale of the edition has encouraged us to prepare a 
second edition, carefully revised and considerably 
enlarged. The original edition was largely the work 
of Malcolm Spencer and the late J. Leslie Johnston, 
Fellow of Magdalen College, Oxford, who was killed 
in action. In particular, the prayers which appear in 
this edition over the name of Mr. Johnston and the 
Services in Part I. were their joint work. 

In this edition Part I. of the old edition has not 
been greatly altered except that the number of collects 
in it has been reduced and several transferred to 
Part IV. 

Part II. has been enlarged from various sources ; 
several of the Litanies and Meditations have been 
prepared for this book. 

Part III. has been added at the request of members 
of the Movement in Scotland in order that the book 
may be more representative of different forms of 
devotion. For reasons of space it has only been pos- 
sible to include a few of these long prayers. The few 
that are included will, we hope, be found acceptable in 
themselves, and at the same time indicate where more 
prayers of the type may be found. 
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Part IV. is longer than the similar section in the 
first edition and more carefully ordered. We have been 
at pains to discover the original sources of the collects 
and prayers. In the case of collects from the Book 
of Common Prayer, we have added in brackets the 
original source—usually one of the great sacramentaries 
of the Church. If we have given any wrong references, 
we should be grateful to those who use the book for 
corrections so that future editions may be as accurate 
as possible. The collects and prayers to which no 
name is attached have been written for this edition. 
The appendices are also new to this edition. We 
hope and pray that this book will serve the cause 
of Christian unity, insomuch as it emphasizes the 
atoneness of all Christians in the deeper experiences 
of the soul. 

Our indebtedness to other collections is great.
